The fact that the Turkish forces 
have so long been able to hold Adn- 
anople against such terrific odds and 
the fact that the Montenegrins have 
not been able to pierce the defenses of 
Scutari, give the Turks some ground 
for refusing to comply with the de- J 
mands of the alife s that these two 
towns, as well as Janina. be sui ren­ 
dered 
The strength of the Turks' ■ 
position behind the Tchataldja linos 
also gives him courage in refusing tc 
submit to the demands of the allies. 
But in spite of these dark predict- ' 
tions as to the failure of negotiations 
the tension throughout Europe has 
been perceptibly lessened. 
, 
The belief that Germany. F ran ce, 
and Great 
Britain 
will 
succeed 
in 
averting the conflict 
toward 
which 
they seemed for a few days to be tend 
ing, has grown. 
Diplomats see a rea­ 
son to be especially hopeful over the 
report that Austro-Hungary has agreed 
to allow Servia a seaport on the Adri­ 
atic as well as to the question about 
the future of Albania. 
If this comes 
true a dangerous pressure has been 
removed. 
The reports which come here from 
Constantinople are not encouraging 
to those who are looking for the im­ 
mediate solution of the Balkan ques­ 
tion by the peace allies, now said to 
be deliberating.

one of the representatives of the porte 
rejected the proposals submitted, and 
in turn gave out counter proposals.

It was a woman who crystallized 
the m atter and set it for all time for 
the last Thursday of each November. 
She was Mrs. Sarah Josepha Hale, 
editor in the ‘sixties of that very not­ 
able periodical, Godey s Lady Book, 
in Philadelphia, and following her 
suggestion in 1804. President Lincoln 
proclaimed the last Thursday of that 
year of much trial to the people of 
these United States, south and north, 
as to be set apart publicly for a ren­ 
dering of thanks to the God of both 
blessings and battles for all the land 
aud its people had received of His 
providence. 
It is an occasion of joy. befitting 
all expressions of gratitude. And the 
feasting is not the least ol it. It is a 
d a y of homecoming for the boys and 
girls that are away paddling their 
•wa canoes in streams afar from 
home all the workaday year. Family 
reunions form the pleasantest fea­ 
tures of the day, and even the lonely 
one in boarding house or restaurant 
has pleasure in knowing and catching 
glimpses of the remending of broken 
home ties. 
It is a day of memories 
for everybody, in jail or free, at work 
•r on holiday. 
And days like these

DEVELOPING DAILY 


Further Facts Retreated Ic Con­ 


nection With Case. 


New York. Nov. 28.—In the $5,000,- 
000 book fraud case which the federal 
authorities -have uncovered develop­ 
m ents are coming thick and fast, im­ 
plicating Jam es J. Farm er and others 
of the Anglo-American A uthors’ asso­ 
ciation, form erly the K ellar-Farm er 
company of 225 Fifth avenue. 
The 
Anglo-American 
association 
m aintained an European agency of 
which a woman was the head. 
She 
collected stationery from well-known 
foreign hotels and upon these were 
w ritten the so-called “fictitious mil­ 
lionaire” letters to be distributed later 
among wealthy and gullible persons 
who were regarded as possible cus­ 
tom ers. 
One aged woman of this city 
who paid $131,800 for books to the An­ 
glo-American association never saw a 
single volume. H er entire fortune has 
been lost in operations extending over 
six years, and she is now penniless 
and so ill th at she has not been 
brought into the case. 
Federal officers have intim ated the 
total sum involved will reach over $.",,- 
000,000. 
They are having difficulty, 
however, in bringing here many weal­ 
thy persons who. they allege, have 
been defrauded. 
One young man is 
said by Inspector Swain to have killed 
him self as the result of swindles he 
was accused of when he refused to 
pay for books which he had bought. 
W ealthy men in Philadelphia are said 
to have found them selves involved in 
the affairs of the company when they 
refused to pay for books and have 
been obliged to give up on threats of 
exposure of their behavior at “wine 
suppers.”

Discovery That Attorneys For Some of 


Defendants in Dynam ite Trial, W ho 


Had Given Bond For Their Clients, 


Had 
Been 
Indemnified by Surety 


Com panies 
Results 
in 
the 
Bonds 


Being Declared Invalid. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 28.—In the dyna­ 
m iting cases it developed th at a num ­ 
ber of the defendants have given 
bonds with their attorneys as security 
and that in a num ber of cases these 
attorneys, before going on the bonds, 
demanded th at they be indemnified. 
Judge Anderson said the bonds w ere 
ch arty illegal, as the suprem e court 
had so held. 
It is understood that 
several of the defendants cannot give 
bonds, and under these circum stances 
they will have to go to jail. 
United States A ttorney Miller said 
that he had been informed thaf Hard­ 
ing, Ilovey £: Newman, attorneys for 
the defense. who were on the bonds of 
certain defendants had been indemni­ 
fied by cash briny placed In their 
hands. 
He asked tb n question in open 
court of th *se attorneys if it were not 
true. 
Mr. Harding preferred to take 
up the m atter outside the courtroom, 
but Jud^e Anderson said: 
“I am not doing things outside the 
courtroom. W hat is Ione in this trial 
will be done in open court.” 
Mr. M iller said the quickest way 
was for tho attorneys to answ er tho 
question at once, for if they did not 
he would see that it was answ ered by 
them. 
Mr. H arding said his firm was hold­ 
ing $10,000 indem nity. 
He said Mr. 
Hovey, Mr. Newman and he had be­ 
come liable to a total extant of $57.- 
000. and th at when the $30,000 point 
was reached they had insisted that 
they be indemnified to the extent of 
$10,000. 
Hock hi was among the first 
three for whom the attorneys became 
sureties, but his bond has been in­ 
creased and he is in jail. 
Nearly all 
the defendants have given surety com­ 
pany bonds, and it is said th at the 
bonds were not executed until after 
deposits of cash had been made. 
Tn referring to Mr. H arding’s state­ 
m ent that the firm of attorneys held 
only $10,000, Mr. Miller rem arked: 
“That m eans they lose nothing if 
only two defendants for whom they 
are surety should run away.” 


Opposed to Public Policy. 


Judge Anderson said that as the 
question had been up-in the federal 
court before, he thought there was no 
question about the illegality of bonds, 
when the bondsman was indemnified 
“In other words.” said the judge, “if 
I am on a m an’s bond for $10,000 and 
I take $10,000 when I go on his bond. 
I have no interest w hatever in seeing 
that he is here. 
The bondsman can 
snap bis fingers at the court. 
He 
loses nothing. 
“The reason th at it is not legal that 
a bondsman should be indemnified is 
that it is against public policy to have 
for bondsmen persons who have no in­ 
terest in seeing the defendants in 
court. 
I will say now that the surety 
com pany bonds were accepted by the 
m arshal. 
Had the bonds been offered 
in open court I would not have ac­ 
cepted them. 
“Had Mr. H arding and Mr. Hovey 
and Mr. Newman offered to become 
surety to me I would not ha*e accept­ 
ed it. I do not desire to see attorneys 
of this court on bonds of defendants.” 
If the bonds are declared invalid it 
probably will mean a big addition to 
the colony 
of defendants, 
Hockin.

New York 
Lawyer, 
Long Ago Con-

demned to Death on the Charge of 
j 
Murdering William Marsh Rice, Fi­ 


nally Has Won Out in One of Most 


Remarkable Fights for Liberty in 


History of American Jurisprudence. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 28.—This morn­ 
ing Sing Sing prison doors opened for 
Albert T. Patrick, and he went forth 
a free man again to join his wife, who 
was awaiting him in New York city. 
Governor Dix announced at 6 o’clock 
last night that he had pardoned Pat­ 
rick. 
In 1900 the aged millionaire. 
William Marsh Rice, died in his New 
York city home under suspicious cir­ 
cumstances. and Lawyer Patrick was 
convicted of the murder and sentenced 
to be electrocuted. 
By successive ap­ 
peals he staved off death while in 
Sing Sing death house for nearly five 
years, and finally, the Friday before 
the week during which Patrick was 
to he electrocuted. Governor Higgins 
commuted the death sentence to im­ 
prisonment for life. 
Now Governor 
Dix sets Patrick free and in doing so 
made this statement: 
“There has always been an air of 
mystery in this important case. Quot­ 
ing from the minority opinion, the at­ 
mosphere that surrounded the defend­ 
ant showed that a fair and impartial 
trial was scarcely possible. 
I trust 
that Mr. Patrick will devote his ener­ 
gies to a complete vindication of his 
declared innocence. 
During the past 
year I have given much consideration 
to this case, and am convinced that 
the defendant is entitled to have a full 
pardon.” 
In the court of appeals Patrick's 
conviction was affirmed by a vote of 
four to three, and it is the minority 
opinion of the court of appeals which 
the governor refers to. 
Patrick’s fight 
for freedom was the most remarkable 
fight ever made by a convict in the 
country. 
The legal record of it fills 
eight volumes. 
The cost to the state 
was hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
William Marsh Rice, a childless wid­ 
ower. died on the evening of Sunday, 
Sept. 23. 19 0. 
He had been a recluse. 
His only attendant 
was his valet, 
Charles F. Jones, who was arrested 
for murder, turned state's evidence 
and said that he had chloroformed 
Rice at Patrick's behest. 
Jones re­ 
ceived immunity and was released. 
Not long ago it was said he had con­ 
fessed exculpating Patrick. 
Patrick was a New York lawyer. It 
was alleged at his trial that he and 
Rice had never known each other, al­ 
though Patrick and his wife have al­ 
ways contended that the millionaire 
had become acquainted with Patrick’s 
skill as a lawyer and admired it. 
In 1S96 Mr. Rice, then eighty-six 
years old. hr.d made a will leaving the 
hulk of his fortune to the William A. 
Rice Institute for the Advance of Sci­ 
ence, Art and Literature, in Texas, to 
which ite had already given more than 
$1.5* '.uco, 
The theory of the prosecu­ 
tion was that Patrick and Jones en­ 
tered into a conspiracy to forge a new 
will giving Patrick half of the estate, 
and that tile will having bfen made, 
they ihen conspired to kill Rice. 
On Oct. 4. 1900. Patrick and Valet 
Jones were arrested, not for murder, 
hut for forgery, connected with Rice’s 
second will, and a $25,090 check which 
it was said Patrick had tried to cash 
after Rice s death. They were held in 
$10,009 hail apiece. 
The intention of 
the county authorities was to keep the 
two mon while the death of Rice was 
being Investigated. 
Two weeks later 
it was announced that a chemical an 
alysis showed that 
Rice had 
been 
killed by poison. 
The police third-de­ 
greed Jones for three days. 
He told 
them that Patrick bad murdered Rice 
He made what was said to he a de 
railed confession and then he tried to 
rut his throat in prison. 
There was 
no evidence that Patrick had anything 
to do with the maneuvers except the 
word of Jones.

Vienna, NOT: 28.—The negotiations

armistice, but the outcome is doubt- 
ful.

Adrianople, Scutari and Janina. She 
also refuses to pay a war indemnity. 
Bulgaria is unable *.o break the Tchat- 
aldja line without sacrificing 40,000 
men. 
Mediation by the powers is un-

ing, has grown. Diplomats see a rea- 
son to be especially bopeful over the 
report that Austro-Hungary has agreed 
to allow Servia a seaport on the Adri- 
atic as well as to the question about 
the future of Albania. If this comes 
true a dangerous pressure has been 
removed. 


The reports which come here from 


Constantinople are not encouraging 
to those who are looking for the im- 
mediate solution of the Balkan ques- 
tion by the peace allies, now said to 
be deliberating. 
Nazim Pasha and 


one of the representatives of the porte 
rejected the proposals submitted, and 
in turn gave out counter proposals. 


A special correspondent in Vienna 


says: 
"Optimism reigns in Austria- 


Hungary now. The search for ele- 
ments of composure Is general and 
every political incident, trivial or in- 
different, receives correspondingly fa- 
vorable interpretation. 
Turkish re- 


serves are arriving dally from Asia 
Minor. They are well fed and well 
clad and full of vigor. Under these 
circumstances the Turkish negotiators 
will refuse to discuss the surrender of 
Adrianople, Scutari and Janina. No 
greater error could have been com- 
mitted than to attempt to impose such 
hard conditions on a country which 
still possesses vast military reserves 
and which only needs to carry on the 
war another month to counteract the 
splendid victories of the allies anJ 
turn the tables on Bulgaria.

is wisely moderate and will benefit cor- 
respondingly. The Russian ambassa- 
dor at Constantinople Is working hard 
to reconcile the conflicting views of 
the belligerents and hopes to suc- 
ceed."

She -was Mrs. 'S.arah Josepha Hale, 
editor in the 'sixties of that very not- 
able periodical, Godey's Lady Book, 
in Philadelphia, and following her 
suggestion in 1864, President Lincoln 
proclaimed the last Thursday of that 
year of much trial to the people of 
these United States, south and north, 
as to be set apart publicly for a ren- 
dering of thanks to the God of both 
blessings and battles for all the land 
and its people had received of His 
providence. 


It is an occasion of joy, befitting 


ail expressions of gratitude. And the 
feasting is not the least of it. It is a 
day of homecoming for the boys and 
girls that are away paddling their 


home all the workaday-year. Family 
reunions form the pleasantest fea- 
tures of the day, and even the lonely 
•ne in boarding house or restaurant 
has pleasure in knowing and catching 
glimpses of the remending of broken 
home ties. It is a day of memories 
for everybody, in jail or free, at work 
•r on holiday. And days like these 
are worth while. And the Republican 
hopes that all its friends and all its 
eaemiee, if any there be in enmity to- 
ward it, have had and are enjoying a 
iidfehtf nl Thanksgiving day. It is a

CONTENTION OF PROSECUTION 


Discovery That Attorneys For Some of 


Defendants in Dynamite Trial, Who 
Had Given Bond For Their Clients, 
Had Been Indemnified by Surety 
Companies Results in the Bonds 
Being Declared Invalid. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 28.—In the dyna- 


miting cases it developed that a num- 
ber of the defendants have given 
bonds with their attorneys as security 
and that in a number of cases these 
attorneys, before going on the bonds, 
demanded that they be indemnified. 
Judge Anderson said the bonds were 
clearly illegal, as the supreme court 
had so held. It is understood that 
several of the defendants cannot give 
bonds, and under these circumstances 
they will have to go to jail. 


United States Attorney Miller said 


that he had been informed that Hard- 
Ins, Hovey & Newman, attorneys for 
the defense, who were on the bonds of 
certain defendants had been indemni- 
fied by cssh bcinjj placed in their 
hands. He as'ied the Question in open 
court of these attorneys if it were not 
true. Mr. Karding preferred to take 
up the matter outside the courtroom, 
but Judge Anderson said: 


"I am not doing things outside the 


courtroom. What is done in this trial 
will be done in open court." 


Mr. Miller said the quickest way- 


was for the attorneys to answer the 
question at once, for if they did not 
he would see that it was answered by 
them. 


Mr. Harding said his firm was hold- 


ing $10,000 indemnity. He said Mr. 
Hovey, Mr. Newman and he had be- 
come liable to a total extent of $57,- 
000, 
and that when the $30,000 point 


was reached they had insisted that 
they be indemnified to the extent of 
$10,000. Hockra was among the first 
three for whom the attorneys became 
sureties, but his bond has been in- 
creased and he is in jail. Nearly all 
the defendants have given surety com- 
pany bonds, and it is said that the 
bonds were not executed until after 
deposits of cash had been made. 


In referring to Mr. Kardlng's state- 


ment that the firm of attorneys held 
only $10,000, Mr. Miller remarked: 


"That means they lose nothing if 


only two defendants for whom they 
are surety should run away." 


Opposed to Public Policy. 


Judge Anderson said that as the 


question had been up-in the federal 
court before, he thought there was no 
question about the illegality of bonds, 
when the bondsman was indemnified. 


"In other words," said the judge, "if 


I am on a man's bond for $10,000 aad 
I take $10,000 when I go on his bond. 
: have no interest whatever in seeing 
that he is here. The bondsman can 
snap his fingers at the court. 
He 


loses nothing. 


"The reason that it is not legal that 


i bondsman should be indemnified is 
that it is against public policy to have 
tor bondsmen persons who have no in- 
terest in seeing the defendants in 
court. I will say now that the surety 
company bonds were accepted by the 
marshal. Had the bonds been offered 
In open court I would not have ac- 
cepted them. 


"Had Mr. Harding and Mr. Hovey 


and Mr. Newman offered to become 
surety to me I would not ha»e accept- 
ed it. I do not desire to see attorneys 
of this court on bonds of defendants." 


If the bonds are declared invalid it 


probably will mean a big addition to 
the colony of defendants, Hockln. 
Smythe and Ray. now in jail because 
of inability to furnish bond.

LAWYER WINS A 
NOTABLE BATTLE 


Albert T, Patrick Oncejflore 


a Free Man. 


PARDONED BY GOVERNOR OIX 


New York Lawyer, Long Ago Con- 


demned to Death on the Charge of 
Murdering William Marsh Rice, Fi- 
nally Has Won Out in One of Most 
Remarkable Fights for Liberty in 
History of American Jurisprudence. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 28.—This morn- 


ing Sing Sing prison doors opened for 
Albert T. Patrick, and he went forth 
a free man again to join his wife, who 
was awaiting him In New York city. 


Governor Dix announced at 6 o'clock 


last night that he had pardoned Pat- 
rick. In 1900 the aged millionaire, 
William Marsh Rice, died in his New 
York city home under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, and Lawyer Patrick was 
convicted of the murder and sentenced 
to be electrocuted. By successive ap- 
peals he staved off death while in 
Sing Sing death house for nearly five 
years, and finally, the Friday before 
the week during which Patrick was 
to be electrocuted, Governor Higgins 
commuted the death sentence to im- 
prisonment for life. 
Now Governor 


Dix sets Patrick free and in doing so 
made this statement: 


"There has always been an air of 


mystery in this important case. Quot- 
ing from the minority opinion, the at- 
mosphere that surrounded the defend- 
ant showed that a fair and impartial 
trial was scarcely possible. I trust 
that Mr. Patrick will devote his ener- 
gies to a complete vindication of bis 
declared innocence. During the past 
year I have given much consideration 
to this case, and am convinced that 
the defendant is entitled to have a full 
pardon." 


In the court of appeals Patrick's 


conviction was affirmed by a vote of 
four to three, and it is the minority 
opinion of the court of appeals which 
the governor refers to. Patrick's fight 
for freedom was the most remarkable 
fight ever made by a convict in the 
country. The legal record of it fills 
eight volumes. The cost to the state 
was hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


\Villiam Marsh Rice, a childless wid- 


ower, died on the evening of Sunday, 
Sept. 23. 1000. He had been a recluse. 
His only attendant was his valet, 
Charles F. Jones, who was arrested 
for murder, turned state's evidence 
and said that he had chloroformed 
Rice at Patrick's behest. 
Jones re- 


ceived immunity and was released. 
Not long ago it was said he had con- 
fessed, exculpating Patrick. 


Patrick was a New York lawyer. It 


was alleged at his trial that he and 
Rice had never known each other, al- 
though Patrick and his wife have al- 
ways contended that the millionaire 
had become acquainted with Patrick's 
skill as a lawyer and admired It. 


In 1896 Mr. Bice, then eighty-six 


years old. had made a will leaving the 
hulk of his fortune to the William A. 
Rice Institute for the Advance of Sci- 
ence. Art and Literature, in Texas, to 
which he had already given more than 
$l.r>on,(iOfl. The theory of the prosecu- 
tion was that Patrick and Jones en- 
tered into a conspiracy to forge a new 
will Riving Patrick half of the estate, 
and that the -will having been made, 
they then conspired to kill Rice. 


On Oct. 4. 1900, Patrick and Valet 


Jones were arrested, not for murder, 
but for forgery, connected with Rice's 
second will, and a $25.000 check which 
it was said Patrick had tried to cash 
after Rice's death. They were held in 
$10,000 bail apiece. The intention of 
the county authorities was to keep the 
two men while the death of Rice was 
being investigated. Two weeks later 
It was announced that a chemical an- 
alysis showed that Rice had been 
•killed by poison. The police third-de- 
•greed Jones for three days. He told 
them that Patrick had murdered Rice. 
He made what was said to be a de- 
tailed confession and then he tried to 
cut his throat in prison. There wa» 
no evidence that Patrick had anything 
to do with the maneuvers except the 
•word of Jones. 


Policeman Slain fay Robber*. 


Cleveland. O., Nov. 28.—Three auto 


bandits shot and killed Patrolman Roy 
E. Bouker last night after robbing and 
•hooting up a meat market at St. Clair 
avenue and East Sixteenth street. 
The thugs had an automobile in wait- 
ing, and when the policeman tried to 
prevent their escape they shot him 
dead.
